Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Sept. 
9.— Twelve Virginia farm ers knelt at 
dusk in the obscurity of the small 
juryroom at Chesterfield Courthouse, 
praying fervently that they might pass 
judgment aright on Henry Clay Beat­ 
tie, dr.. indicted for the murder of his 
wife. 
They arose a moment later and 
Silently one by one recorded a unani­ 
mous verdict of “ guilty.” 
Pausing in solemn contemplation for 
fifty-eight minutes, weighing carefully 
the meaning of their decision and once 
more on bended knees beseeching di­ 
vine assistance that they might not 
err, they filed into the hushed still­ 
ness of a crowded courtroom and with 
startling suddenness twelve voices, in­ 
stead of the usual one of the foreman, 
spoke the single word "guilty." It was 
¿jj^jost a shout’ 
The specler of death, which stalked 
Midlothian turnpike duly 18 last when i 
the life of Mrs. Ixrnise Owen Beattie * 
was taken away, stared hard at the i 
young husband ready to claim its vie- I 
tim by electrocution Friday, Nov. 24 
next.

Case W ill Be Appealed. 


The court of appeals will be asked j 
to grant a writ of error and a new 
trial. 
Young Beattie, cognizant of the 
legal weapons yet at his disposal, 
did 
not surrender. 
Instead, he console.. 
his broken down father, white hams, 
and wrinkled, and comforted him as 
he whispered. 
“ I haven’t lost yet, fa 
ther.” 
Cnusual as has been the tragedy 
the twelve jurym en did not hesitate to 
admit to their friends that they stoc i 
In judgment not only over the col 
blooded murder, but upon his m aritai 
infidelity as well. 
It perhaps was the , 
dramatic climax of Virginia Justice, 
which in the last half century has 
sw iftly 
sent to death 
such 
famous 
murderers as Cluverius, Phillips and 
McCue 
At th< close of a powerful address 
by L. O. Wendenburg, voluntary as­ 
sistant of the commonwealth in the 
case, the suspense was felt not alone 
in the courtroom, but In Richmond, 
where thousands of people awaited 
the outcome. 
The jury for eleven days had heard 
evidence and for two «lays speeches, 
but the words of Wendenburg rang in 
their ( ars as they left the courtroom 
to find their verdict. 


Proseoutor Appeals to Ju ry.

A stay of execution was granted, 
however, in order to give counsel an 
opportunity to apply for writ of er­ 
ror when the court of appeals meets 
in November.
